NEW PEAK TO CLIMB 
"IS THAT a new mountain? 
I m u s t 
climb it." This is the reaction of the ad­ 
venturous souls who are responsible f o r 
m any of the daring achievem ents of t h e 
world. Some such spirits as these must be 
E. E. Shipton and H. W. Tilman, English­ 
men who took part in efforts to scale Mt. 
Everest, the world’s highest mou n t a I n. 
They are now reported to have t r i e d to 
ascend Bogdo Ola, the recently discovered 
mountain in Western China, w h i c h war­ 
time flyers wrongly reported as being high­ 
er than Everest. 
Bogdo Ola is only 18.000 feet high, a n d 
Tilman and Shipton went several thousand 
feet higher than that in their unsuccessful 
tries at Everest. Yet any mount a i n e e r 
knows that height is only one of the ob­ 
stacles which make mountain-climbing per­ 
ilous and sometim es impossible. One of the I 
hardest mountains ever conquered is only 
12.000 feet high, but that lay far below the 
Antarctic Circle. It is Mt. E r e b u s , the 
active volcano that tries vainly to warm 
those everlasting snows. British mountain­ 
eers in the Shackleton expedition in t h e 
first decade of this century m astered Ere­ 
bus. Bogdo Ola. though higher, should not I 
be much more difficult in good weather. 


CENSES QUESTIONS 
MANY people would like the C e n s u s 
Bureau t.o do their work for them.

That idea confused President R oosevelt 


at Yalta and Jam es Byrnes at P otsdam . 


The popular psychologists, am ong w h o m 


the pollsters used to be the m ost popular, 
m ade a science of it. 


The Kinsey Report is a characteristic of 
that kind of science. The assum ption is that 
if m athem atics tells you something about 
the workings of the human mind, it is pos­ 
sible to deduce everything. 


Actually, no two human beings think or 
act alike under identical circum stan c e s. I 
E a c h individual is something apart f r o m 
ail others. Guglielm o Ferrero, in his book. 
“ The Reconstruction cf Europe," sagely 
puts the problem this way: 


"In a universe which is governed b y the 
law* of causality, the human mind is alone 
distinguished by its f r e e d o m . , .every j 
piece of iron exposed to heat alw ays reacts 
in the sam e way. It expands, turns red. i 
then white, softens, and finally liquefies. I 
The forecast is unm istakable, and all hu­ 
man labor is based on the security afforded 
by countless sim ilar forecasts. T h e re­ 
actions of the human mind to physical or 
mental forces acting upon it are on the con­ 
trary variable and far more unpredictable. 
One m an will react quite differently from 
another to tile sam e circum stances; 
t h e 
sam e man will not necessarily react tom or­ 
row* as he reacts today. 


Collective reactions seem e v e n more 
capricious and difficult to foresee than in­ 
dividual reactions. Every hum an mind is 
the condensation of a m ysterious f o r c e 
which explodes under the shock of l i f e 
with intensity and in different and unfore-1 
seen directions, at w*ill or as it can. That is 
why no science of the mind and of history 
analogous to the science of m a 11 e r and 
nature has been formulated; one is even 
forced to consider w h e t h e r the word 
‘science’ can be applied in the sam e sense 
to the physical and intellectual life of men. 
to the chem istry and history of societies." 


That is one of the reasons why we have 
wars and international disagreem ents and 
why elections are won and lost. G e o r g e 
Marshall, for instance, dislikes Chiang Kai- 
Shek because he is obstinate and those who 
surround him are crooked.
